MIGHT ASK THE K M G H iS. 


Its SmM**n Term ination Accounted for Ac­ 


cording to W ho You Irq u ire o f— A lllack 


Idst of Lead ins Knight® P o s t e d - K n ig h t 


Barry Threatened w ith the ItasUle on 
an Oid Judgm ent. 


Philadelphia , Dec. 28 .—The 
Reading 
railroad strike, inaugurated on Saturday 
last, has been a three days’ wonder. 
It col* 
lapse Tuesday morning, and the laconic mes­ 
sage of General Manager McLeod is, ' I he 
road is in full oj>eration.’’ 
How this sudden collapse was brought 
about is a point not yet definitely known. 
If the railway officials tell the truth it is sim­ 
ply a collapse with the mou badly beaten, 
going back to work on the 
com pany ’s terms. 
If the strikers’ committee get it right the 
company has agreed to arbitrate the q uestion 
at issue, and the men return to work in the 
meantime. 
There were hundreds of non­ 
union meif waiting Tuesday morning in the 
hope that they would get work, but most of 
them were disappointed. 
Among them were 
many engineers of the Brotherhood, who lost 
their situations in the strike of 1877, and 
hav e been engaged in other business since. 
One of the strikers’ committee said that 
arbitration had been agreed to at a confer­ 
ence between the committee and Superin­ 
tendent Sweigard at his office Monday night; 
but Mr. Swt igard giv es a full and emphatic 
contradiction to this. 
He said he had not 
agreed to arbitrate; that he held out no in­ 
ducements to the committee, and refused to 
listen to any propositions inv olv ing the rein­ 
statement of the rnen discharged for refusing 
to deliv er cars to Taylor’s elev ator because 
he employs non-union men. 
This is the 
point th at the strikers fought the brief tight 
upon. 
General Manager McL-od also said 
no arbitration was thought of; there was 
nothing to arbitrate; the men must return to 
work at once and unconditionally, or lose 
their situations. 
The decision to resume work was dissem­ 
inated by me'.senders and telegraph to all 
points at an early hour iu the morning, and 
train hands were reasonally prompt in re­ 
porting for duty, so that the machinery of 
the c anpany i> again in motion, ami the ae- 
cunimulution of freight is rapidly b ung dis­ 
posed of. 
Superintendent Bwigardsays that 
all the mou who were discharged at Fort 
Richmond* lust Friday will not again be 
employed. 
There was. howev er, a lack of spontaneity 
in the return to work of the Heading rail­ 
road company’® employes at the wharv es of 
Fort Richmoa 1. 
This was not duo to an uu- 
willin ;m- s on the part of the men, as sub­ 
seq uently dev eloped, but to delay in the cir­ 
culation of 
the general order to return, 
coupled with the lact that the disaffected 
were rather late in putting in uppearanee at 
their usual points of rendezv ous. 
Howev er, 
sufficient men responded at an early hour to 
handle what little coal there was on the 
tracks, and more, tot), for many had to lie 
put 
to work a t odd 
jubs 
until 
some 
of the side trucked fuel came down the 
road. 
It will take three or four days 
to open the present blockade, as all the side­ 
tracks between the anthracite regions and 
Philadelphia are crowded with cars. 
On
